The return of a majority for Premier 
Mowat in the late elections guarantees anoth- 
er four years term of good and economical 
government for Ontario, and the mainten- 
ance of the rights of the province against 


federal aggression in any form during that 
period. The cry of truckling to the Roman 
Catholics and the Freach which it was hoped 
would serve to throw the provincial govern- 
ment into the hands of the friends and sup- 
porters of Sir John A, Macdonald, leave the 
timber limits of Ontario open to the Rykerts 
of the Dominion, turn the revenues of On- 
tario into aconserv.tive bribery fund, and 
make the patronage of Ontario a part of the 
federal political machine, was too hollow, 
too thin, to go down with the intelligent 
majority ia Ontario, ultra Protestant and 
ultra British though they are.

It. was on this ground of 
race and creed that the attack was wade 
and it is good proof of the sound balance of 
the public mind, of the fairness of both Pro- 
testaats and Roman Catholics, that such a 
plea was felt to be satisfactory by such a 
large majority of both parties as the result 
of the elections showed, It preves that the 
bigotry and fanaticism of which the Mercier 
organs of Quebec accuse the Protestants of 
Ontario exists chiefly in their own vivid 
imaginations; and it shows that the Roman 
Catholics of Ontario know when they are well 
enough off, for there is no question that the 
opposition, if given a chance, would have 
outbid Mowat for their support.

A public meeting for the discussion of 
Northwest assern.bly matters was held in 
Chevigny’s hotel, St. Albert, on Thursday 
evening of last week, H. W. McKenney chair- 
man. There wafa fair attendance. 

F. Oliver addressed the meeting at some 
length detailing the action of the assembly 
on the dual lauguage and separate school 
resolutions, the explanations being substanti- 
ally the same as those given at the meeting 
in’ Edmonton on Monday evening. The 
question of scrip to half breed children 
born in the territories between July 1879 
and July 1885, was of particular interest to a 
large section of the population of St. Albert. 
The Northwest assembly had no control 
over that matter but they deemed it of such 
importance that at the first session a strong 
resolution was passed pressing upon the 
federal government who had full control, 
the necessity of granting this scrip and giv 
ing reasons why it should be granted. .Asa 
result of the action of the assembly the 
deputy minister of interior while visiting the 
Saskatchewan region last year, made special 
enquiry into the question, and theconclusion 
arrived atby him appeared in the report of 
the department of interiur for the current 
vear. In that report the grounds of the half 
breeds’ claim were misrepresented and it 
was made to appear that the scrip was 
asked as a matter of charity rather than 
as a matter of right. The contention of the 
assembly was that the half breeds were en- 
titled to-scfip 9s a matter of right, simply, 
and that whether they were rich or poor, 
few or many, weak or strong, was not the 
question. How the deputy minister eame to 
see the question as set forth in his report 
wasa mystery. The report said: 

“Except the Rev. Father Fourmand, the 
Roman Catholic priest in charge of the 
mission at St. Laurent, I found the mission- 
aries of all churches unanimously opposed to 
this proposition. The half breeds, as a class 
they say, have noadequate conception of 
the real value of money. Any sum given 
them in hand would be sure to be dissipated 
ina short time fOr, not very economical, and 
in some cases even harmful purposes; and it 
would appear that the temporary possession 
of a large amount of cash, or what can read- 
ily be converted into cash has a tendency to 
make them more discontented with their 
condition and more unwilling than ever to 
settle down to hard work, > id * 
Looking at the matter in the light of the 
facts related, and bearing in mind the views 
entertained by tke cisinterested friends of 
the half breeds (f refer vf course, chiefly in 
this relation, to the missionaries) it is more 
difficult to understand how the demand 
should have received the approval of the 
Northwest assembly.” 

He (the Speakers could not believe that 
the missionaries’ had expressed the senti- 
ments with which the sn dey minister had 
credited them, but it could easily be seen 
that if the Canadian parliament believed 
what the report expressly stated, that the 
missionaries were almost unanimously 
against scrip being granted, the chance of 
the request of the Northwest assembly in 
behalf of the half breeds being favorably 
considered was very much reduced. If the 
missionaries were on their sidein this matter, 
it was necessary in view of the deputy 
minister’s report,that they should so declare 
themselves. The strong point made by the 
deputy minister against considering the 
claim toscrip asa right was that already 
someof the half breeds had on several occasions 
accepted temporary relief from the yovern- 
ment. This relief might not have been 
granted for the express purpose of injuring 
the claim to scrip, but it was now certainly 
being used for that purpose. The few 
thousands of dollars that had been spent by 
government in the relief of destitute half 
breeds was being used to offset the claim for 
scrip, the value of which the deputy mini- 
ster estimated at$1,200,000. The half breeds 
should understand distinctly from this re- 
port of the deputy minister that every 
dollar of relief they received lessened their 
prospect of getting the scrip to which they 
were entitled, 

J. U. Prieur was called upon and said in 
French and English that he appreciated Mr. 
Olivers courtesy in coming before the elec- 
tors of St. Albert to explain his course in 
the assembly. He had intended to discuss 
some of the points touched upon by Mr. 
Oliver, but afterwards decided not to. There 
would be another session of the assembly 
before Mr.* Oliver's term expired. At that 
session, if Mr. Oliver had made mistakes he 


would have the opportunity to retrieve | 


them, or he might make other mistakes, 
He would postpone discussion until the time 
for full discussion arrived, 

The chairman remarked upon the orderly 
nature of the meeting, and after voles of 
thanks to the chairman and to Mr Cheviguy 
re use of his building, the meeting

TRAFFIC BRIDGE. 

__ The following memorial from the Edmon- 
| ton board of trade in reference to a traffic 
| bridge across the Saskatchewan at Edmonton 
| was forwarded to Ottawa by Thursday * mail: 
| Tue Honoraste THe MINISTER OF PuRLIC 

Works, Orrawa. 

Sirk.—The members of the Edmonton 
Board of Trade desire to express their plea- 
sure at the information received your 
letter of 9th April last addressed rand Ww. 
Davis, Esq., (M. P. for this District) to the 
effect that the survey ofa site for a traffic 
bridge across the ekatchewan river at 
Edmonton will be made this summer, and 
their confidence that a suitable site can be 
found at or near the present ferry crossin 
to which point all the main trails on bo 
sides of the@river converge; as well ag their 

hope that the location of the site will be 
followed by the early construction of the 
bridge. 

For the information of your department 
we desire to say that the total length of the 
bridge required will not be more than six 
hundred (600) feet, which is much les® than 
the average width of the river, the banks are 
thirty (30) to forty-five (45) feet above low 
water level, the depth at low water is five (5) 
feet, and the maximum rise fifteen (15) feet. 
The beaches and bottom are of stone and 
gravel. Abundance of stone and timber suit- 
able for bridge building can be procured 
further up the Saskatchewan and be trans- 
ported to Edmonton by water very cheaply. 


Your memorialists would respectfully call. 


attention tothe rapidly increasing traffic 
across the Saskatchewan at this point, and 
the consequent increasing 
of a traffic bridge the 
interests of the travelling public, of the 
commercial interests of the country in gener- 
al and particularly inthe interest of the 
development of the greater part of Northern 
Alberta and of the great Mackenzie basin, 
the whole of the trade for which crosses the 
Saskatchewan at Edmonton. 

Your memorialists are led to believe that 
there isa prospect of the Calgary and Ed- 
monton Railway being completed to this 
point next year, in which case the necessity 
for atraffic bridge, or for a combined rail- 
way and traffic bridge, would be still more 
greatly increased. Inasmuch as nine-tenths 
of the trade coming to this point is for the 
regions lying north of the river it would be 
of proportionately greater advantage to the 
country at large to have the railway termin- 
us onthe north rather than on the south 
side, and your memorialists are of the opin- 
ion thatit would be very greatly to the 
gencral advantage—in case of the early con- 
struction of the railway as expected—if the 
government instead of building a traffic 
bridge bridge alone as proposed, would 
assist the railway company to the amount of 
the cost of a traffic bridgein the construc:ion 
of a combined railway and traffic bridge. 

Recognizing the advantage to the business 
interests centred in the town of Edmoncon 
—which is situated on the north 
side of the river — of having both a 
railway and traffic bridge your memorialists 
pray thatshould your department carry out 
the suggestion made with reference to asmst- 
ance to the railway company in the construc- 
tion of a combined railway and traffic bridge 
you will see that such bridge will be con- 
structed within the limits of the present 
townsite. ° 

Believing that the vested interests of the 
of the pioneers of this place will not be over- 
looked by the government.

INDIAN RESERVE. 


Tue rumor which has been current around 
town forthe past week or two that the 
Indian reserve ou the south side of the 
Saskatchewan opposite Edmonton has been 
acquired by aspeculative syndicate at Ottawa 
among the members of which are prominent 
cabinent ministers, has been somewhat con- 
firmed by private information from Ottawa. 
The intentiion is to locatea town site on 
the reserve and boom it in the east as the 
terminus of the Calgary & Edmonton rail- 
way. The reserve in question was occupied 
up to 1886 by Pa-pa sta-ow’s band of Crees 
and half breeds. When the issue of sorip 
was made, so many of the band too 
ecrip that the number of treaty Indi- 
ans was reduced below the number that 
it wasadvisable to keep onsuch a large 
reserve, The remuant of the band, there- 
fore, were, with their own consent, removed 
to the Stony Plain reserve,leaving the south 
side reserve vacant, and in the hands of the 
Indian department to be sold for the benefit 
of the Indian fund. The reserve is about 6 

by 7 1niles in area. It occupies the southern 
part of township 62 and the northern part of 
township 51 range 24 west of the 4th merid- 
jan anda small slice, about a mile wide, off 
the boFreuponding parts of the adjoining 
townships in tange 23, The north line of 
the reserve is as nearly as may be three and 
4 half miles south of Jasper avenue on the 
H. B. Co'y’s property in the town of Edmon: 
ton and about two and a half miles from the 
south bank of the river opposite the town. 
The White Mud creek cuts the western side 
of the reserve and the eastern side runs on 
to the Beaver hills. The soil is excellent, 
but the surface considerably broken in parte 
by lakes and woods, there is, however, a 
large percentage of excellent farming land 
onit. No partof the reserve touches the 
Saskatchewan river, or is nearer than two 
and ahalf milesfrom it. For the informa- 
tion of the public it may not be out of place 
to mention that although a nominal termin- 
us may be located short of tne river the rail- 
road cannotin any case orto oblige any 
epeculaiive company afford to stop shurt of 

e river,so thata terminal town on the 
Indian reserve is an impossibility. Asagainst 
the truth of the rumor, there is an order-in- 
council which was published in the Canada 
Gazette on November 5th, 1887, providing 
that Indian reserves which had fallen into 
the hands of the department could only be 
disposed of in 160 to 640 acre lots and then 
only to actual residents who should make 
certain improvements, If this order in 
council has not been revoked, it would be 
impossible tor the land to be acquired as 
rumored,
